HE “INTELLIGENTSIA,” support- 

ed by a special few with personal 
axes to grind, is bent on war. A small 
but brilliant galaxy of political, aca- 
demic, elite and socialite stars is driv- 
ing 130 million Americans against their 
wishes and judgment into war: not just 
a war against Germany as in 1917, but 
a futile war to stop a foreign world 
revolution—a war that may last for a 
generation, cost millions of lives and 
billions of dollars, and accomplish 
nothing but the transformation of Am- 
erica into a social, economic and politi- 
cal shambles.

With the sanctimoniously belligerent 
blessing of an elite and “indispensable” 
political leadership, columnist Dorothy 
Thompson stages her blood-curdling 
war dance to the barbaric rhythm of 
the holy tom-toms of Bishops Manning 
and Hobson and Dr. Van Dusen. At

OMETHING OVER three years ago 

I was writing a book called The 
Eleventh Commandment (Charles 
Scribner’s Sons; 1938) in which I ex- 
pressed personal convictions which 
were not the result of spontaneous 
combustion, but arrived at only after 
years of research, experience and con- 
tact with many people over many parts 
of the earth—in peace and in war. 


Anyone interested will find me defi- 
nitely on record on pages 309 and 310 
of this book for the creation of a 
national defense system that would 
adequately defend America. This rec- 
ommendation was based on the ex- 
pressed conviction that the world con- 
flagration was due to break out again, 
that we should this time play no part 
in Europe’s recurring strugglé for 
power and empire, and that in the 
midst of a world gone mad, in a world 
where we have no friends and have 
had no friends since our stupid cru- 
sade to Europe in 1917, it behooved 
us to take reasonable precautions for 
ourselves. ‘ 


Where were all our patriotic defend- 
ers of America then? Where were all 
these patriotic defenders of America 
when some years ago Col. Charles A. 
Lindbergh warned all the world of the 
terrific power of the German air 
force? 


Where were all these patriotic de- 
fenders of America when some years 
ago this government court-martialled 
and disgraced General Billy Mitchell 
because he demanded an adequate air 
force? 


The record tells the tragic story. 
They applauded that ignominious act 
and later repented in sack cloth and 
ashes. 


Fully three years before the current 
scourge of William Allen White and 
his committee, I said, on page 298 of 
my book: “At all times, peace time as 
well as war time, there should be an 
absolute embargo on the shipment of 
all arms, ammunition and implements 
of war to any foreign country.”

perate, frantic voice of France cried 
out “Send us planes,” but only a short 
while before that tragic cry sent shivers 
up and down our national spine, 
France was selling planes to Russia, 
and France was selling a whole line of 
war materials to Germany. And now 
Britain is calling on us for planes, 
guns, ships, rifles, destroyers, flying 
fortresses (and men?)—when over the 
years England has been financing Hit- 
ler’s rearmament program to the total 
tune of three billion dollars!

academic theorists and William

ISTORY attests that in times of 

crisis, when reformations are born, 
no factor plays a more important part 
than the printing press. The course 
of nations has been altered by the use 
of literature. 


Martin Luther rocked Europe in the 
middle of the sixteenth century. There 
was a general yearning for “informa- 
tion, education, enlightenment.” The 
printing press had been invented dur- 
ing the preceding century. Bibles, 
books and pamphlets, reached the pub- 
lic in a never-ceasing stream. Multi- 
tudes snatched the printed portions, 
and gobbled up new ideas, before the 
ink was hardly dry. A continent be- 
came illuminated. Shadows of the 
middle ages fled.

The book, “Uncle Tom’s Cabin,” is 
another notable example of the intel- 
lectual combustion that a piece of lit- 
erature is capable of producing. This 
novel was written prior to the Civil 
War by Harriet Beecher Stowe, to de- 
pict the horrors of slavery. Quick to 
catch the popular imagination, it fixed 
the eyes of the world upon the evils 
of human bondage. 


Mrs. Stowe spent eighteen years in 


_ Cincinnati, separated only by the Ohio 


River from a slave-holding community. 
There she frequently came in contact 
with fugitive slaves. From friends, and 
by her own visits below the Mason- 
Dixon line, she learned of existing 
conditions. This schooling qualified 
her to pen a message that pierced the 
soul of the Nation. 


Three thousand copies of the book 
are said to have been sold the day it 
came from the press. A second edi- 
tion was issued the following week. 
Within a year, one hundred and twenty 
editions, or over three hundred thous- 
and copies, were in circulation. 


Concerning the effect that it had on 
the slavery question, Charles Edward 
Stowe, the writer’s son, wrote the fol- 
lowing: “ ‘Uncle Tom’s Cabin’ aroused 
the public sentiment of the world, by 
arousing in the concrete, what had been 
a mere series of abstract propositions. 
It made the crack of the slave-driver’s 


whip, and the cries of the tortured 
blacks, ring in every household in the 
land, till human hearts could endure 
it no longer.” .

FORM of slavery, more ruthless 

than anything the black man ever 
endured, has been created in the United 
States. Economic and political chains 
are forged around a people who, until 
recent inonths, have seemed too stupe- 
fied by pleasure, and drugged by dis- 
sipation, to realize what is happening. 


An abstract idea, a tortured concep- 
tion, has taken on such substance in 
the mass mind, that a large section of 
our population believes that a carefully 
camouflaged conspiracy, a hidden plot 
of Jewish origin actually exists. And 
this thought, however nebulous in some 
instances, refuses to release its grip. 
Every attempt, by means of falsehood 
and propaganda, to obliterate the idea 
from public thinking, produces only the 
opposite effect and makes the impres- 
sion deeper, more real, more tangible. 


As though just coming out of a daze, 
millions of enslaved human beings, en- 
tertain the view that somehow a secret 
system of control, based upon the ter- 
rible power of the purse, dominates 
the economic and political scene. .

By degrees, this abstract conception, 
this subconscious and intuitive under- 
standing, is taking on concrete form 
in the thinking of ever-increasing num- 
bers of people. When knowledge be- 
comes general, there will be an intel- 
lectual combustion. 


Europe is in the throes of war and 
anarchy today, because the nations 
over there, in their clumsiness and ma- 
terialism, failed to solve the problem 
of Jewish control on the basis of edu- 


cation and enlightenment. The Jewish 
question, is an international question— 
which, incidentally, the United States 
cannot hope to evade. 


Back of Europe’s military holocaust, 
economic revisions of transcendent im- 
portance, are occurring. History will 
show that international Jewry, intoxi- 
cated with financial and political pow- 
er by its triumph in all nations during 
the last war, is primarily responsible 
for the bloody chapter now being writ- 
ten.

“The other side of this leaflet is 
B’nai Brith propaganda, reeking to 
Heaven with falsity, headed ‘Answer 
Anti-Jewish Propaganda With Statis- 
tics.’ It should have been headed ‘An- 
swer Truths With Lies in Order to Fool 
Christians’.” 

“Octopus” then lists the writings of 
Brooks, alongside secret B’nai B'rith 
quotations. It is found that the Califor- 
nia “Fundamentalist” did not even take 
the trouble to revise sentences. He re- 
produced almost verbatim, as his own, 
for consumption by the Christian pub- 
lic, the distortions and falsehoods of 
those, who are admittedly antagonistic 
to everything that bears the name of 
Jesus Christ.

It will be my pleasure, ladies and 
gentlemen, to introduce five distin- 
guished speakers during the present 
period of broadcast. To use a met- 
aphor peculiar to the section of the 
country where this program originates, 
I will say that each of these men has 
“won his spurs” for services rendered 
in the ranks of evangelical Christian- 
ity and fundamental Americanism. 
Problems of major importance will be 
considered as the Symposium prog- 
resses. 


Your first speaker will be Dr. Wil- 
lard H. Pope, of Portland, Oregon. Dr. 
Pope is well known as Pastor, Editor, 
Traveler, and Radio Preacher. 


Your second speaker will be Dr. W. 
D. Herrstrom, of Minneapolis, Minrie- 
sota. Third, Cowboy Evangelist Har- 
vey H. Springer, of Englewood, Colo- 
rado. Fourth, Dr. Gerald B. Winrod, 
of Wichita, Kansas; and finally, Dr. 
Mel Morris, of Springfield, Missouri. 


Now, we are ready to receive Dr. 
Willard H. Pope, using as his subject 
“Creative Evangelism.” 


Dr. Pope speaking .. . 
It was in the fall of the year during

the harvest feast called Pentecost that 
Peter delivered his famous oration, 
outlined in the book of Acts. Some 
theologians regard this as the birthday 
of the Church. Others differ. Any- 
way, on that occasion, there was re- 
leased a current of creative evangelism 
which has wielded a wholesome influ- 
ence upon men and nations down to 
the present hour. 


Being an opposition movement to 


existing religious thought, the new vital ~ 


force called Christianity, came to im- 
mediate grips with the elements of re- 
action. Spasms of persecution swept 
against the early Christians. The blood 
of the martyrs became the seed of 
the Church. 


Nero burned Rome in the year 64 
A.D. He later denied the crime and 
placed the blame upon the Christians. 
Historians tell us that, in the suffer- 
ing which followed, helpless believers 
were sewn in skins of animals and 
fed to wild dogs. They were hurled 
on beds of spikes, crucified, smeared 
with pitch, and changed into human 
firebrands to illuminate Roman gar- 
dens and playgrounds. 


It was a sad day for the human 
family when Creative Evangelism be- 
gan to lose its momentum. History 
attests that the dark ages, known as 
the Devil’s Millennium, became possible 
only when the spiritual light of Bible 
Revivalism was extinguished. 


But with the passing of the cen- 
turies, holy fires were again kindled, 
and giants for God, like Savonarola, 
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brooks, so panteth my soul after thee, 
O God.” 


My wife and I were talkin’ the other 
night as we were driving across the 
country—just drivin’ and a-talkin’— 
we got to tryin’ to figure out what the 
world needs most. Wife and I agreed 
on this: The world today is hungry 
for God but a lota folks don’t know 
it, and God alone can fill the earth 
with peace. 


You see folks, God made the human 
soul, and He built it on vast dimen- 
sions. Each soul, even the ones that 
we call common, are so wide, so high, 
so long, that only God can fill it with 
peace. 


Tryin’ to measure a soul is kinda 
like a question that one of the boys 
asked me the other night. He was 
tryin’ to learn geometry. 

He said, “Mr. Springer, how long 
is a line?” 


I said, “I’m too busy now,” and the 
truth is, neighbors, I’ve been too busy 
ever since to find out! 


A line is eternal if you'll extend it 
far enough. So are the dimensions of 
the soul—even the so-called, no count 
soul. 


And my idea is that it takes eter- 
nity and God to give a soul its full 
growth. No wonder the Psalmist said 
“...So panteth my soul after thee, 
O God.” 

The whole world is panting after 
something, and I’ve figured it out—as 
weak minded as I am—that it is really 
God they’re a-pantin’ after! 


Went out to the hospital not so long 
ago, visiting some of our sick folks, 
stopped by the bed of a couple of boys. 
mi said, “Aren’t you Harvey Sprin- 
ger ” 


I said, “Yes.” 


He said, “I was converted four years 
ago under your ministry. We had a 
car wreck; my pal and I were both 
burned. I’m gettin’ well, but he’s a- 
fightin’ for his life. I wish you would 
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step over to his bunk and talk to 
him.” 


Stepping over, he noticed my ten- 
gallon, cowboy hat. “Say, did you 
ever ride?” he asked. 


“Yes,” I said, “I used to ride over 
the lonesome Rockies of Colorado and 
Wyoming.” 


“I used to ride, too—rode down 
many a lonesome old trail, but this 
is one of the longest roads I ever 
traveled.” 


Some days later I returned—poor 
boy never had a ghost of a chance 
of ever goin’ out of that place alive. 
All that I could do was wait. The 
nurse was standing there, counting the 
pulse, and just waiting. Soon she 
nodded her head for me to step up to 
the bed. I couldn’t figure it all out 
for a little; then I heard her saying 
in whispers, “The boy’s goin’ West to- 
night.” 


As I moved toward the bed, I re- 
member he said, “Parson, are you 
here?” 


I said, “Yes, Tom! But I can’t ride 
with you down the road you’ve got 
to travel tonight, but I know Some- 
one Who can.” 


He said, “I’m skeered—it’s a lone- 
some road. Mother told me about it, 
and she also told me about God.” 


I said, “All right, Tom, I'll ride with 
you as far as I can, but remember, 
no human being can go all the way 
with you. I can’t, not even Mother 
could, even if she was right here now. 
But I’ll start and ride as far as I

can. ‘ 


Soon I said, “It’s pretty along this 
road home, isn’t it, Tom—aspens, 
evergreens, columbine?” 


He smiled at that. 


Then I said, “I’ll have to stop here, 
but I know a piece in the Bible that 
tells of the One you need for the rest 
of the trip. It’s the Twenty-third 
Psalm.” h 


“Yea, though I walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, I will 
fear no evil, for Thou art with me; 
Thy rod and Thy staff, they comfort

with me, and down the road we're 
ridin’ together, it just gets prettier and 
prettier.” 


So I rode back—but all through that 
night, and ever since then, I’ve been 
a-thinkin’, it seems to me, folks, that 
it would be a good idea to take people 
away from the petty cares and heart- 
aches of life and help them to find 
Somebody Who will go all the way— 
Someone Who will keep them through 
sunshine and through shadows. Though 
you travel far, God grant your road 
will be His road.

It is a fact, well known to historians 
that for centuries, civilization has 
traveled a westward course. 


The’ expansion of empires, the de- 
velopment of nations, has always fol- 
lowed the path of the Sun—moving 
from east to west. The cradle of 
civilization was in Asia. Then the 
western march began—from Babylon 
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to Greece, from Greece to Rome, from 
Germany to England, from France to 
Spain, from Europe to America. 


For centuries, the currents of en- 
lightment have therefore flowed toward 
our part of the world. It was under 
this magnetic pull following the move- 
ment of the Sun, that Columbus was 
prompted to search for a new world. 


It was this tug of the unseen, this 
pull of the invisible, that brought the 
Constitution of the United States into 
existence—a document which became 
a new conception in the science of 
government, giving the people residing 
in this part of the world, more liberty, 
for a greater period of time, than any 
other nation on the face of the earth. 


It will be an evil day for the people 
of the United States, if we ever again 
try to resist this fundamental law of 
nature... if we attempt to violate 
this westward pull and turn back to 
Europe for ideas of government, where, 
among other things, the citizen is de- 
nied the right of worshipping God ac- 
cording to the dictates of conscience. 


With the rise of Communistic 
propaganda during recent years, an at- 
tack of world-wide proportions has 
been launched against the Gospel of 


Jesus Christ and the fundamental | 


principles of Christian civilization. To- 
day, we hear the dull thud of horses’ 
hoofs throughout the world. Like fierce 
horsemen of the Apocalypse—the red 
beast Communism, the black beast 
Fascism and the brown beast Nazism, 
are going to and fro in the earth. 


The same forces of evil that have 
brought wreck and ruin to the Chris- 
tian religion in other parts of the world 
are at work in our own country. As 
Christians and Americans, we are to- 
day facing our greatest challenge. 


Dictatorship, no matter the’ coler of 
its shirt, regards the citizen as the 
property of the State. I have traveled 
through countries cursed by the ter- 
rorism that goes with one-man rule. 


People forced to live under such 
conditions are to be pitied. They are 
denied those liberties essential to 
human happiness and well being— 
liberties handed down to us by found- 
ing fathers who believed in God, who 
built their philosophy of life upon

The Church of Jesus Christ has a 
solemn obligation to discharge in this 
hour when everything precious to your 


} heart and my heart as Christians and 


Americans is hanging in the balances. 
The creative, purifying power of Chris- 
tian thought was never so much need- 
ed in our national life. 


The present situation in America 
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calls for a dynamic, uncompromising 
Gospel—a message free from the de- 
vitalizing, denaturing influence of 
doubt and unbelief. This is no time for 
compromise. 


Take the question mark off the su- 
pernatural inspiration of the Scrip- 
tures; take the question mark off the 
deity of Christ, the Virgin Birth, the 
doctrine of the Atonement, and the 
other fundamentals of historical and 
evangelical Christianity. Take the ques- 
tion mark off the Constitution of the 
United States; take the question mark 
off the ideals and traditions of funda- 
mental Americanism. 


Let each of us resolve to do our 
part in helping bring our country 
back to the old-fashioned, rock-ribbed 
principles that have made our nation 
great. 


A revival of supernatural religion 
to ignite a new spiritual flame in the 
soul of America, thus helping*to re- 
build the national character, is the 
supreme need of the hour. 


It is a fact that high religious tides 
are always accompanied with economic 
stability, domestic peace, and national 
prosperity. 


There is an intimate connection be- 
tween national character and a full 
dinner pail. There is an intimate con- 
nection between moral consciousness 
and sound economics. There is an 
intimate connection between national 
integrity and national well-being. 


But I would be lacking in candor, 
if I did not say that religious leaders 
are today aware, that seeds of de- 
struction have taken root within their 
own ranks. Scholastic doubt has be- 
trayed the thinking of multitudes. 


History moves in cycles. We are 
now witnessing a revival of that system 
of unbelief known as English Deism 
which worked such great havoc dur- 
ing the seventeenth and eighteenth 
centuries—a sinister system that con- 
tributed much to the turmoil of Eu- 
rope, which finally gave France the 
blood bath known in history as the 
French Revolution. 


Briefly stated, the basic theory of 
Deism, as expounded by Spinoza, the 
philosopher, was the rejection of all 
the miracles recorded in the Bible; re- 
jection of everything supernatural in 
the Christian faith and personal ex- 
perience. 

On the other hand, the Bible-believ- 
ing Christian knows that every funda- 
mental of the Christian religion in-

So today, as in the past, a conflict 
is going on between naturalism on the 
one hand and supernaturalism on the 


other. In the face of present trends 
toward apostasy, and the fact of 
widespread spiritual declension in 


Christian circles, there is urgent need 
for increased emphasis upon the su- 
pernatural content, the transforming 
power of the Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. Let us, as Christians, present 
to the world a supernatural Christ, 
capable of doing a supernatural work 
in the lives of men and natiohs. 


Dr. Herrstrom’s remarks a few min- 
utes ago, on the supernatural inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures, were of such 
a character.as to stimulate faith in the 
Bible. 


By way of personal testimony, I 
wish to say, that in the present crisis, 
the Bible is becoming increasingly 
precious to me. A systematic study 
of Bible prophecy provides chart and 
compass in the storm through which 
we are passing. The prophetical Scrip- 
tures do contain a literal message, a 
. practical message, for our day and 
generation. I shall cite one example. 


In the second chapter of the book 
of Daniel we find a condensed state- 
ment of the rise and fall of world em- 
pires, from Babylon to the return of 
Jesus Christ. With a few strokes of 
the pen, the prophet summed up the 
history of human governments in ad- 


vance. Prophecy is history written 
ahead of time. 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Babylon, 


saw a vision of a metal image—a 
metalic man, composed of five sub- 
stances—head of gold, breast of silver, 
thighs of brass, legs of iron, feet of 
iron and clay. 

The head of gold represented Baby- 
lon. The breast of silver represented 
the second, or Medo-Persian, ,empire. 
The thighs of brass represented the 
third world empire, Greece. 


The two legs of iron represented 
the old Roman Empire. It is the 
consensus of best opinion, among 
students of eschatology, that the nations 
have now entered the feet of the im- 
age, the iron and clay.

The Western meeting of the National 
Prophecy and Prayer Conference was 
in session at Denver the very moment 
he made his broadcast. His alleged 
“news flash” simply did not contain 
the least shadow of substance of truth. 


When we think of this kind of deceit, 
smear attacks and yellow journalism, 
we are reminded of Jeremiah 9:6, “And 
they will deceive every one his neigh- 
bour, and will not speak the truth; 
they have taught their tongue to speak 
lies, and weary themselves to commit 
iniquity.” 

Moved by this unprovoked assault, 
Conference leaders decided to lodge a 
vigorous protest with the National 
Broadcasting Company. On December 
12, 1940, the following telegram was 
sent to Mr. Miles Trammell, president 
of the Company. 

“THE NATIONAL PROPHECY AND 
PRAYER CONFERENCE MEETING IN 
OFFICIAL SESSION AT DENVER COLO- 
RADO PROTESTS AGAINST FALSE AND 
VICIOUS IMPLICATIONS RELEASED 
THROUGH FACILITIES OF YOUR COM- 
PANY BY WALTER WINCHELL THE 
EVENING OF DECEMBER 8, 1940, AND 
REQUESTS SUITABLE RETRACTION. 
LEADERS OF OUR ORGANIZATION 
REPRESENT A CONSTITUENCY OF 
CHRISTIAN AND PATRIOTIC AMERI- 
CANS NUMBERING INTO THE MIL- 
LIONS. THESE PEOPLE THROUGH 
THEIR LEADERS ARE JUSTIFIED IN 
RESENTING THIS UNWARRANTED AT- 
TACK IN SAID BROADCAST.” 


This telegram was signed by twenty- 
nine outstanding Christian leaders, in- 
cluding Pastors, Evangelists, Bible 
Teachers, Lecturers, Presidents of 
Christian Schools and Editors of Re- 
ligious Magazines. 


It seems that Walter Winchell has 
appointed himself head of the Depart- 
ment of Censorship in the United 
States. He apparently believes him- 
self to be the Goebbels of America. 


It is not difficult to understand his 
attitude toward Christian effort, when 
one considers the type of people with 
whom he associates. Winchell is the 
man who speaks and writes in such 
glowing terms of John L. Spivak. He 
is known to have spent large sums of 
money in personal endorsement of 
Spivak’s Moscow slush. 


Of course, it is no secret that Spivak 
is the leading writer of Communist 
propaganda in the United States. He 
writes regularly in the “Communist 
Daily Worker,” and several other offi- 
cial red magazines and newspapers. On 
March 1, 1939, Congressman Shafer of 
Michigan declared: “John L. Spivak is 
a writer for the Daily Worker, official 
organ of the Communist Party in Amer- 
ica. He is notorious for his attacks on 
all patriotic societies. He is a member 
of the Communist Party.” (Both Win- 
chell and Spivak are of Jewish nation- 
ality.) 


Conceiving it his “patriotic” duty, 
Winchell sent every Senator and Rep- 


resentative at" Washington a copy of 
Spivak’s thoroughly discredited book, 
“Secret Armies.” 


An investigator for the Dies Commit- 
tee, Edward F. Sullivan, claims to have 
been libeled in the Spivak book. On 
March 26, 1940, Sullivan had the red 
leader arrested in Pittsburgh, Pa., and 
a $5000 bond was posted. The case is 
now pending in court. 


The Spivak-Winchell type of yellow 
journalism is headed for oblivion! 
Public opinion (more powerful than 
any “keyhole” column or alleged “news” 
broadcast) against the abuse of free 
press and speech to recklessly purvey 
anti-Christian toxin in the name of 
chameleon patriotism is swiftly gather- 
ing momentum. An awakening is on in 
America, a rebirth of old-fashioned 
Christian patriotism is taking place, 
and the time is not far distant when 
anti-Christ propaganda will be replaced 
by the work of men and women 
possessing journalistic integrity. 


After the foregoing telegram was read 
publicly at the Denver gathering and 
enthusiastically approved by a large 
audience, a Christian layman was heard 

, to remark: “Well, I don’t have to buy 
the products of any company that 
sponsors Walter Winchell’s radio pro- 
gram, and I don’t have to read any 
newspaper that publishes his stuff.” 





Evangelistic Labors 


Dr. Harry W. Vom Bruch, Long Beach Evan- 
gelist, James Davis, Soloist and Radio Artist, 
and John Hallett, Pianist and Children’s Work- 
er, have just concluded a successful soul-win- 
ning campaign with the First Baptist Church 
of Tucson, Arizona. Though laboring under 
the strain of his mother lying at the point of 
death and passing away in the midst of the 
meetings, the Evangelist preached with power 
and conviction to large and enthusiastic audi- 
ences. 

Dr. Richard S. Beal, Pastor, stated that there 
were many reclamations and _ reconsecrations 
among the members, and over thirty were 
reached for the Church. Others will come 
no doubt within the next two or three weeks. 
Expenses for the campaign were raised before 
the evangelistic party arrived on the field. The 
membership of the Church numbers 2,132.

Dr. Harry McCormick Lintz, well known 
Christian Scholar and Evangelist, withdrew 
from the evangelistic field three years ago to 
accept the First Baptist Church pastorate at 
Lake Charles, Louisiana.

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The Gospel In The Stars

VERYWHERE people are turning 
to the sky as the present great field 
of human enterprise. The world is be- 
coming air minded. The sky is the 
highway for fast travel and commerce. 


In laboratories all over the world, 
secrets wrung from the stars are ad- 
vancing the applied sciences and mak- 
ing important contributions to human 
comfort and convenience. A modern 
World’s Fair — a Century of Progress 
— was opened by a light beam from 
the star Arcturus, 232 frillion miles 
away! Now the war gods of the na- 
tions are destroying civilization from 
battlefields in the sky. 


The countless millions of stars be- 
yond the Earth, impenetrable mysteries 
of space, are yielding new secrets to 
mankind. Astronomers, perfecting 
greater and more powerful telescopes 
than ever before, are learning strange 
things that stagger the finite mind. 
Recently they discovered a “Ghost 
Star” that is some three thousand times 
the diameter of our Sun — the largest 
star known in our Universe. 


People alive to the trend of the 
times are fast becoming sky-conscious, 
and increasing numbers are turning to 
the planetariums in various parts of 
the world. These planetariums are at- 
tracting large numbers of truth seekers 
annually, because they set a new high 
standard in the graphic and dramatic 
presentation of the news of the heavens. 


Why all this interest in the sky? Why 
are astronomers, scientists, and laymen 
scrutinizing the starry heavens? There 
is but one answer: They are reaching 
out into the fathomless universes for 
more knowledge. They are following 
the wisdom of the ancients. The learned 
men of the early centuries of humanity 
were schooled in the “University of the 
Heavens.” 


The Origin Of Astronomy 


Our antediluvian forefathers who liv- 
ed and died centuries before Moses 
wrote the Pentateuch, and millenniums 
before the Apostles penned the New 
Testament, knew more about our Uni- 
verse than do the intellectuals of this 
modern scientific age. 


The first Adam, the great federal 
head of the human race, enjoyed the 
exceptional privilege of being a student 
at the feet of the Almighty.

because He made them (Gen. 1:16), and 
He calls them all by their names be- 
cause they were to be for “signs.” (Gen, 
1:14) The Sacred Signs of the Zodiac, 
together with the Constellation neigh- 
bors, constitute “the Bible in the Heav- 
ens and the Gospel in the Stars.” 


Adam passed this “Bible of the’ 
Heavens” on to his son Seth, and Seth 
passed it on to the antediluvians, the 
antediluvians sent it through Noah’s 
Ark to the postdiluvians, and thus, for 
the first twenty-five hundred years, the 
only revelation of God’s Word present- 
= to humanity was “the Gospel in the 

tars.” 


Without Written Word 


Twenty-five hundred years from the 
time God gave the Word in Genesis 
3:15 there was not a Word of God 
written on a piece of paper, papyrus, 
nor in the Bible. Nothing was written 
until God gave it to Moses at Sinai. 


Enoch prophesied of the Second 
Coming of Christ and future judgment 
but he never wrote anything about the 
Law. The antediluvians did not write 
the story of redemption. It was not 
written until God gave it to Moses on 
Sinai. The first thing written was 
“Thou shalt have no other gods before 
me.” The Law was written on stone 
and then God gave Moses the Story of 
the Atoning Blood, and after that came 
Genesis, Exodus, Leviticus, Numbers 
and Deuteronomy. The Pentateuch is 
God’s first written message to the world. 
Up until that time, God’s message was 
in the Starry Heavens and the people 
knew it. Mothers told the wonderful 
Gospel story to their babies, from the 
Stars. God wrote His message in the 
Stars and in the Twelve Signs of the 
Sacred Zodiac. He wrote it where 
man could not erase and change it. 


Therefore, twenty-five hundred years 
before mankind received the written 
Word of God. . . . centuries before the 
Law was given to Moses and the Chil- 
dren of Israel . . . hundreds of years 
before Noah received the Word of the 
Lord for the saving of his house...

This 
Heavenly Bible is an infallible Witness 
that cannot be refuted, cannot be oblit- 
erated, and can never be eliminated by 
man or demons.

119:89) By placing this enormous pic- 
torial or eye-o-graphic Bible before 
humanity’s eyes, God could communi- 
cate His message of love to His chil- 
dren in every land and in every age. 


The Gospel in the Stars was the only 
Bible of the antediluvians. It may be 
the only one we will have shortly, if 
militant atheism, destructive Commun- 
ism, succeeds in its world-wide cam- 
paign this side of the Rapture. With ev- 
olution, modernism, skepticism and 
atheism crystallizing in one gigantic 
Satanic effort to crush God and de- 
stroy His word, there is urgent need 
of a fresh undeniable authentic message 
from the Heavens.

This is the first 
thing which’is noticed by every one who 
looks at the constellations. 


Take for example, the Sign of Virgo, 
and look at the Stars. There is nothing 
whatever to suggest a human form; still 
less is there anything to show whether 
that form is a man or a woman. And 
so it is with most all the others. The 
Signs and Constellations were first de- 
signed and named by God; then, the 
pictures were drawn around them res- 
pectively, simply in order that they 
might be identified and associated with 
them. Thus the truth was enshrined 
and written in the Heavens, where no 
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human hand could touch it, and where 
it could be remembered and handed 
down to posterity. 


This Divine Plan and method may 
indicate another Mystery — “The Mys- 
tery of the Gospel Message in the 
Starry Heavens.”

13:1-52); “The Mystery of the Trans- 
lation of the Saints” (I Cor. 15:51; I 
Thess. 4:16-17); “The Mystery of 
Israel’s Blindness” (Rom. 11:25); “The 
Mystery of Iniquity” (II Thess. 2:7-9); 
“The Mystery: Babylon, the Great” 
(Rev. 17:3-5); “The Mystery of the 
Church as the Bride of Christ” (Eph. 
5:25-32; Rev. 19:7-9), and “The Mys- 
tery of the Restoration of All Things” 
(Eph. 1:9-10; Acts 3:19-21; I Cor. 15: 
24-28). 


Therefore, since there is nothing in 
the formation of the Constellations to 
suggest figures or pictures, and since 
this may be but another “mystery,” 
God may have simply pointed to Virgo 
and then said to Adam: “This shall be 
a SIGN unto you. Behold, a Virgin 
shall conceive and bear a Son and His 
name shall be called Immanuel.” Point- 
ing to Libra, He could have said: “This 
shall be a SIGN to you that the human 
race has been weighed in the balance 
and found wanting,” Then to Scorpio: 
“And this shall be a SIGN unto you 
that ‘the Seed of the woman shall bruise 
the Serpent’s head.” And then to 
Sagittarius, “the Bow-man,” the trium- 
phant One Who would ride forth as the 
“King of kings and the Lord of lords,” 
and reign “till the last enemy shall be 
put under His feet” . . . and so on to 
the end of the Gospel Story, until we 
see that “The Heavens” not only “de- 
clare the glory of God” but that they 
also visualize the outstanding doctrines 
of the Bible.

RAYER is the most _ powerful 
weapon that the Christian posses- 
es. Mass prayer is creative. 


History is replete with instances 
where destructive trends have been re- 
versed through mass prayer. Condi- 
tions would be far worse in our Coun- 
try today, but for the fact that Bible- 
believing children of God have been 
diligent in intercession. 

A money panic hit the United States 
on October 12, 1857. The force of the 
blow was felt primarily in New York 
City, the seat of finance. For weeks the 
Nation found itself in a state of per- 
plexity. It seemed that foundations 
were sliding. No one knew what to 
expect next. Banks failed, business 
houses closed, railroads went into bank- 
ruptcy, commerce and agriculture came 
to an abrupt standstill. 

But the famous Fulton Street noon- 
day prayer meeting of New York City 
had been organized a short time before. 
As the panic tightened its grip upon 
the Nation, this daily prayer meeting 
increased in size, interest and spiritu- 
al intensity. Hundreds of Bible-believ- 
ing Christians would come for prayer 
each day. Then the meeting began to 
be imitated. Other prayer groups were 
organized over the city. 


The circle of these gatherings increas- 
ed in size, and in a short time a great 
wave of creative prayer was ascending 
daily from scores. . . . then hundreds, 
then thousands, and eventually millions 
of American hearts. Prayer meetings 
were held in every part of the Coun- 
try. It seemed like everybody, old and 
young, rich and poor, had suddenly 
come under the influence of prayer. 


This outburst of divine power be- 
came known in history as the Prayer 
Meeting Revival. The spiritual im- 
pact was felt, not only i in America, but 
across the ocean in Scotland, Wales,

(CHURCHES DESTROYED) 


HE RUINATION of Churches in 

both Germany and England, is the 

most deplorable act of war, aside from 
the slaughter of human lives. 


A news dispatch of December 21, 
1940, reported that in an air raid the 
night before, British attackers hac 
singled out Germany’s historic Protes- 
tant Church, the Dom, for destruction. 
This edifice, the symbol of Christ’s 
Cause, precious to the heart of all 
Germans, is regarded as one of the 
most beautiful religious edifices in the 
world. Six persons were reported killed 
in the raid and seventeen injured. The 
property damage to the Dom was es- 
timated at 1,500,000 marks (nominally 
$600,000). 


In retaliation, on December 30th, 
waves of German bombers attacked 
London, dropping thousands of fire 
bombs, the principal target being Lon- 
don Churches. 
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One of the most famous Churches of 





the Empire, St. Paul’s Cathedral, de- 
signed by Sir Christopher Wren, was 
smashed and set afire. It was report- 
ed, however, that the “great iron dome 
towered almost untouched amid the 
ruins. 

It was revealed, according to the As- 
sociated Press, “that St. Stephen’s in 
Coleman street, another Wren church, 
just east of Girdler’s Hall, was badly 
damaged as was St. Vedast’s in Cheap- 
side, a Wren church whose history goes 
back to the thirteenth century, St. Anne 
and St. Agenes, a Wren structure. in 
Gresham street which dates back to the 
fourteenth century, and St. Mary Wool- 
noth, a majestic church on King Wil- 
liam street, first mentioned in records 
of 1191 and often rebuilt.” 


These assaults upon ancient religious 
structures symbolize the fact that war 
stirs to action the most wicked im- 
pulses in human nature — and has no 
regard for either God or man.

(BILL OF RIGHTS) 


IHE FIRST ten amendments to our 

Constitution are known as “A Bill 

of Rights.” They were adopted by the 

first Congress, called to meet in New 
York City, March 4, 1789. 


These articles were later ratified by 
various States. On December 15, 1791, 
Virginia being the eleventh to adopt 
them, thus filling out the three-fourths 
of the fourteen states required, they 
were made part of the Constitution. 


On December 15, 1940, appropriate 
ceremonies were held in the United 
States, commemorating the 149th An-' 
niversary of the Ratification of the 
Bill of Rights and its cherished guar- 
antees of freedom. 


“Tangible proof of that historic oc- 
casion still exists,” says a Washing- 
ton, D. C. writer. “Under shatterproof 
glass in the display room of the Nation- 
al Archives building, lies a yellowed 
parchment inscribed with the fine script 
of James Madison of Virginia. It is 
the original copy of the government’s 
now inherent pledge to the people.” 


The Bill of Rights provide: 
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1. Freedom of Religion, Speech, and 
the Press; Right of Assembly and Peti- 
tion. 

2. Right to Keep and Bear Arms. 

3. Right to Deny Soldiers Quarters in 
a Private House in peace-time.

“TALKS ON SOUND 
GOVERNMENT”

During recent weeks, an ever increasing 
number of Christians and patriots, have 
come to appreciate the insight, depth of 
thought and sound American philosophy, 
contained in this volume of seven seaotere 

- dealing with such themes as “Our 
jation to the International Crisis,” “A. Dis. 
cussion of Money,” “Invisible Government,” 
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British Fleet is our first line of defense 
and stands between us and all poten- 
tial enemies; and that if the British 
Navy should become non-existent, Am- 
erica would fall under the impact of 
a “merciless invasion by a foreign foe,” 
as Hudson Maxim pictured the situa- 
tion in his big 1915 build-up for war. 


Were it not so serious in its conse- 
quences, it would be ludicrous, this 
antiquated, bewhiskered, moth-eaten 
“scare” story which is nearly one hun- 
dred and fifty years old. 


The ink was hardly dry on the Dec- 
laration of Independence before we 
heard the tale that Britain was fighting 
our battles and that the British Fleet 
was a charitable and philanthropic 
brotherhood devoted to the protection 
of America. 

In 1807, Fisher Ames, a_ political 
writer who must have been something 
of a William Allen White of his time, 
pushed these familiar-sounding words 
off the tip of his pen: “Great Britain 
is fighting our battles, and France is 
combating for the power to enslave and 
plunder us and all the world.” 


In 1808 United States Senator 
Timothy Pickering tried to scare Am- 
erica with the same bed-time story told 
in almost the same identical words 
with which present day senators, pro- 
fessors and journalists are trying to 
terrify us. Note them well. 


“The French Emperor is the most 
ruthless tyrant that has scourged the 
European world since the Roman Em- 
pire fell! Suppose the British Navy 
were destroyed and France triumphed 
over Great Britain—to the other titles 
of Bonaparte would then be added 
that of Emperor of the Two Americas; 
for what legions of soldiers could he 
not send to the United States in the 
thousands of British ships, were they 
also at his command.” 


But in 1814, just a few years later, a 
fleet did sail up Chesapeake Bay; 
Washington was captured and our 
Capitol burned; but not by our 
“enemy.” America has never yet been 
attacked by any nation pictured as an 
enemy ready to invade us at three 
o’clock next Thursday. 


That invasion was carried out by 
our “friends.” It was the British Fleet 
—our first line of defense—the fleet 


that is always fighting our battles—the | 
fleet that stood between us and all | 


enemies supposedly ready to invade us. 


In the light of experience, ancient 
and recent, 


it would be wise for Am- | 


erica to refrain from joining military | 


hands with Britain, because we might 
not be able to live up to her expecta- 
tions of us, we might be a disappoint- 
ment to her, and she might turn her 
guns and ours on us as she has done 
before, and as she has done twice on 
her beloved France only recently. 


In the light of experience, it might 
be well for our Intelligentsia to do a 
little collateral reading, and I suggest 
for their enlightenment some words of 
the distinguished Englishman, Hilaire 
Belloc, who, in 1924, told us: “We of 
Europe shall solve our own problems 

. it is our own affair; we alone un- 
derstand it.” 


sheng AMERICAN people, I believe, 
do not want to give their country 
away to anybody; they do not want to 
engage in any international piracy,’ no 
matter what high-sounding phrases the 
pirates may throw around themselves; 
they do not want to become economic, 
political and military slaves to the 
state; they do not want a repetition of 
the war lies and hysteria of 1917; they 
do not want again to try to save de- 
mocracy where democracy isn’t. 


The American people, I believe, do 
want to stand on their own feet and 
preserve their own free institutions; 
they will, if necessary, defend their own 
America. 


While William Allen White pro- 
fesses to have that general goal in 
mind, he is following weird trails to- 
ward that alleged end. Furthermore, 
he is displaying much mental con- 
fusion over the real issues at stake 
in this, war, which Winston Churchill 
himself admits “is, in fact, only a 
continuation of the last.” One is in- 
deed entitled to wonder seriously if 
America should entrust its destiny to 
the judgment of such men, who seem 
to be intellectually blind, historically 
*uninformed and emotionally stirred. 
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When the communist-inspired or- 
ganization, the American Society ‘or 
Cultural Relations with Russia, was 
organized to help along the com- 
munist game of weakening our na- 
tional defense and undermining our 
internal national structure, who was 
the leading member of its Advisory 
Committee? Our Sage of Emporia, 
William Allen White. 


HEN the American Association 

for Economic Freedom — another 
organization with a name as mislead- 
ing as it is high-sounding—was organ- 
ized and waged battle for the passage 
of the Keller Bill, which would have 
destroyed American economic freedom, 
who was a member of its national pol- 
icy board? Our same well-known de- 
fender, William Allen White. (Edi- 
tor’s Note: One provision of the Kel- 
ler Bill read as follows: “Ninety days 
after this Act becomes effective, no 
article, commodity or goods shall be 
shipped, transported, or delivered in 
interstate commerce which has been 
produced, manufactured, processed, or 
distributed by any business which has 
not been licensed by the Industrial Re- 
construction Commission under the 
provisions of this Act.”) 


In the New Republic for September 
21, 1938, there appeared an article en- 
titled, ‘Moscow and Emporia,” in 
which the author said: “When anyone 
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for any reason was forming any sort of 
a society looking toward a cultural 
alliance with Russia, or a group to 
promote the recognition of Russia, I 
joined.” Again, it is William Allen 
White speaking, the patron saint of 
those who want to defend America by 
giving it away. 

Now if William Allen White is 
right, the rulers of Russia today must 
be polished, distinguished, democratic, 
liberty-loving gentlemen, because what- 
ever they have wanted of America, in 
America and from America, Mr. White 
has wanted to give them. 


Can America put its trust in the 
judgment of this type of confused 
leadership? 


After he has given much of America 
to Russia, Mr. White wants to give 
what is left of it to England. So he 
takes unto his bosom Committee No. 
1 which, you will remember, was the 
Nonpartisan Committee for Peace 
through the Revision of the Neutrality 
Law, which group worked successfully 
for the lifting of the embargo on arms. 


In other words, if we would revise 
that law and be permitted to ship arms 
to the belligerent we were neutral, for 
we would usher in a new era of world 
peace. The law was revised, and peace 
is everywhere. To be exact, everywhere 
it is in pieces. 

Then after obtaining the revision of 
our neutrality law which, automatic- 
ally, got the good war going satis- 
factorily, Mr. White drapes himself in 
the British flag, assumes the role of 
the great American Defender of Bri- 
tain, and takes unto himself the chair- 
manship of Committee No. 2—the 


) Committee to Defend America by Aid- 


ing the Allies. 


Committee No. 3 hasn’t appeared on 
the surface at this writing, but it is 
on its way and will appear ‘under some 
such title as this: The Committee to 
Send American Military and Navat Ex- 
peditionary Forces to Mop up South 
America, Shoot Righteousness into Eu- 
rope and Asia, and Carry the Message 
of Enlightened Civilization to the Great 
Unwashed of Africa. 


Many of us who grew up in 1916-

ig has been my good fortune, to make 

a missionary tour through ancient 
Macedonia, the territory covered by 
the Apostle Paul when he came west 
with the Gospel. 


I greatly enjoyed traveling from the 
old city of Thessalonica to Berea, to 
Delphi, to Corinth, to Athens, and fin- 
ally Mars Hill — which includes the 
principal points described in the sev- 
enteenth chapter of Acts. 


But first, let us consider a few facts 
regarding the man himself, the excep- 
tional qualities of Paul’s personality. 


In the face of bitter persecution, a 
little church had been established in 
Jerusalem. A good man, by the name 
of Stephen, was the leader. It is said 
concerning him, that he was “full of 
faith and power.” He did “great won- 
ders, and miracles, among the people.” 


Finally, enemies of the Gospel, or- 
dered his execution. Stephen was drag- 
ged outside the city walls and stoned. 
jIt was hard work, pelting his body 
with all those stones. So, the mur- 
derers removed their outer garments. 


While this was going on, a young 
man stood nearby, grinning. He guard- 
ed the coats and watched the contor- 
tions of the helpless martyr. The 
name of this young man was Saul. 
He was attending school at Jerusa- 
lem. Tarsus, the place of his birth, was 
located in south eastern Asia Minor. 
It was one of the three leading cities 
of learning in those days. 


From the wording of Paul’s letters 
written later in the New Testament, 
particularly his two or three quota- 
tions from Greek poets, it is evident 
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that he was familiar with the writings 
of the secular thinkers of his day. 
This would imply that he had acquir- 
ed an education in the university of 
Tarsus before entering Gamaliel’s 
school of theology at Jerusalem. 


Saul was sincere in everything he 
did, even when torturing Christians. 
To him, the followers of the Nazarene 
were a pernicious people. Little did he 
understand the true genius of the 
church, that it has always thrived on 
persecution. The great days of the 
church have been when it _ sailed 
through seas of blood. The blood of 
martyrs is the seed of the church. 


A group of Christians had assembled 
at Damascus. Saul was ordered to 
scatter the flock. The record says he 
breathed “threatenings and slaughter 
against the disciples of the Lord.” It 
was a tiresome journey, about 160 
miles, from Jerusalem to Damascus. 
He probably traveled by ox-cart. He 
had plently of time to think. He re- 
membered Stephen. The Christians at 
Damascus were holding a prayer meet- 
ing. 

By this means of locomotion, no 
less than a week would be required to 
make the trip. . This gave plenty of 
time, day and night, in desert still- 
ness, for quiet meditation and retro- 
spection. When one is alone with 
nature, there is nothing to detract his 
thoughts from the sober things of life. 


There was something in the soul of 
Paul that gave constant resistance to 
the persecution he was inflicting upon 
the Christians. This is implied by the 
words of the Lord spoken to him as 
he neared Damascus: “It is hard for 
thee to kick against the kentron.” The 
word kentron means a‘ “goad.” The 
figure of speech, used in this passage, 
is borrowed from ox-driving in eastern 
countries. 

The driver carries a long pole with 
a.piece of sharpened metal on the end. 
This is used in directing the animal. 
If the ox kicks against the goad, a 
wound is inflicted. 
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The metaphor shows us the picture 
of a man being tortured by his own 
conscience. In other words, Christ was 
saying: “Saul, why do you wound 
yourself, by bringing this terror and 
misery upon my people? Why lacer- 
ate your soul by violating your con- 
science?” There was a delicate sense 
of justice and human feeling in Saul, 
which was being outraged by his wick- 
ed behavior. He was suffering mental- 
ly, while the Christians were suffering 
physically. He found it difficult to 
fight against God. 


Suddenly, like an electrical flash, a 
light appeared which dimmed the 
brightness of the Sun. Saul fell pros- 
trate to the ground. He later professed 
to have seen Jesus in the same tangible 
manner that our Lord appeared to the 
disciples after His resurrection. 


Who can imagine the amazement of 
the struggling Christians when Paul 
reached the city? The bright light in 
which he became enveloped, left him 
in temporary blindness. Companions 
found it necessary to hold his hand 
and lead him into town. Instead of a 
haughty, merciless persecutor, riding 
through the streets in a beautifully 
upholstered chariot drawn by a pranc- 
ing steed, there appears a_ stricken, 
trembling, groping man, led by the 
hands of another. His blindness last-

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ed three days during which time he 
refused either to eat or drink. 


We will never know the thoughts 
that surged through his mind, or the 
emotions that burned in the heart, 
during those three days of darkness. 
Great spiritual truths were revealed to 
him, because immediately after his 
sight came back, he began preaching 
the Gospel which he had previously 
opposed. 


A voice was heard saying: “Saul, 
why persecutest thou me?” The dumb- 
founded persecutor asked: “Who art 
thou Lord?” And Christ replied: “I 
am Jesus whom thou persecutest.” 


There is a beautiful inference in the 
Lord’s answer. Jesus makes Himself 
at one with the believer. When wicked 
men were persecuting Christians, they 
were also persecuting Him. 


A cultured Christian lady passed 
through an embarrassing experience in 
which she was subjected to ridicule 
by friends at a social gathering. They 
did not spare her feelings. They cut 
her to the very heart, by ungracious 
remarks regarding recent acceptance of 
Christ as Saviour. When the ordeal 
was over and she begged to excuse her- 
self, someone asked how she was able 
to suffer without becoming upset or 
angry. “You suffered so beautifully,” 
said the friend. The lady answered: 
“There were two of us.” No Christian 
ever suffers alone. “Saul, Saul, why 
persecutest thou me?” 


The miracle on the road to Damas- 
cus produced a complete transforma- 
tion. Saul became Paul, the Apostle 
to the Gentiles — the greatest mis- 
sionary of all tithe. . . 


Contrary to the views of some, Paul, 
most emphatically, was not a physical 
weakling. He did not have epileptic 
fits. He did not have sore eyes. He 
possessed a powerful physique. He 
nearly worked his companions to 
death! 


Every student of the life of Paul 
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must be impressed with the fact that 
he was a man of exceptional mental 
capacity. The Hebrew way of think- 
ing is the exact opposite of the Greek 
method, and yet, like the accomplished 
musician who runs nimble fingers back 
and forth on the keyboard, Paul was 
able to go from one type of mind to 
another so gracefully that neither 
could help being impressed with the 
new message he was giving to the 
world. 


There have always been two funda- 
mental systems of philosophical 
thought — the Hebrew and the Greek. 
Every book on philosophy, falls au- 
tomatically into one of these two di- 
visions. 


The Hebrew method takes things for 
granted. It accepts authority. It is 
dogmatic. It does not try to explain. 


The Greek method is just the oppo- 
site. It recognizes no authority. It 
wants to know how and. why. It asks 
questions. 


I once tried the Greek method on 
the family clock when I was a boy, 
and my parents were away from home. 
I wanted to know what made it tick. 
Approaching my task philosophically, 
from the Greek angle, I proceeded to 
tear the clock to pieces. When my 
parents returned, I had enough clock 
to fill a half bushel basket, but could 
not fasten any two pieces together. 


With amazing ability Paul was able 
to appeal to one, as effectively as the 
other. He was faced with the task 
of adapting the Gospel to both types 
of mentality, the Hebrew and _ the 
Greek. Through his efforts and the 
driving force of his dynamic person- 
ality, he succeeded in a remarkable 


| way. 


Paul made three great missionary 
tours. Wherever he went churches 
were established and local leaders ap- 
pointed. Then he would come back 
later, or write a letter. His trip through 
ancient Macedonia was, in some re- 
spects the most interesting of all. 
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At length, Paul, Silas and Timothy, 
found themselves, on a little island in 
western Asia called Troas. This was 
in the fall of the year A.D. 50. 


On two different occasions they made 
preparations to return east, but both 
times were checked by the Holy Spirit. 
This act of supernatural intervention 
puzzled them for a time. 


The explanation came in the form 
of a vision. While asleep, the roar 
of the waves reaching his ears, the 
great Apostle saw the outline of a 
man, standing yonder on the banks of 
the opposite coast across the Aegean 
Sea, his arms out-stretched, pleading, 
“Come over into Macedonia and help 
us.” Some think this man was Christ, 
presenting Europe’s need of the Gos- 
pel. No time was lost. The three 
mifsionaries started west. This was 
the pivot on which Paul’s work turned, 


. with a result that the map of Europe 


was eventually revised. 


After being mobbed in Thessalonica, 
Paul and his comrades, fled to Berea. 
From there they went to Athens, where 
the Gospel was destined to come to 
grips with Grecian mythology, which, 
at that time dominated the thought 
of the western world. 


With diabolical cunning, enemies at 
Thessalonica charged that the apostles 
were introducing a new kind of a king 
for the purpose of overthrowing Caesar, 
because they came preaching the Gos- 
pel of Jesus Christ. 


The three servants of the Lord would 
probably have been killed, had they 
not taken refuge in the home of one 
of their converts, a man by the name 
of Jason. Other Christians came at 
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night and took them to Berea, a dis- 
tance of about forty miles. 


We are told that the Jews of Berea 
were “more noble” than those of Thes- 
salonica. They received the Gospel 
“with all readiness of mind and search- 
ed the Scriptures daily, whether those 
things were so.” 


I visited this Berean community one 
day. I walked through its narrow, 
winding streets, and partook of its mys- 
terious, clannish atmosphere. 


Citizens of Berea point with pride 
to three large stone steps, where Paul, 
Silas, and Timothy are supposed to 
have stood . . . while expounding the 
Gospel to the throngs of people. These 
stones are carefully guarded, protected 
by a high iron fence. From Berea, 
Paul went to Athens. 


In his famous sermon on Mar’s Hill, 
the Apostle defied the religious momen- 
tum of centuries. There he stands, 
arm raised, pointing across to the 
Acropolis. He told the Athenians that, 
“In all things, ye are too supersti- 
tious.” Standing on that Hill, that day, 
he delivered one of the classic ser- 
mons of the ages on the text, “The 
Unknown God.” 


He rebuked the people for their idol- 
atry. He firmly expected that they 
would mob him. He was accustom- 
ed to being persecuted. He was har- 
dened to physical suffering for the 
Gospel’s sake. But instead of perse- 
cuting him, the philosophical Greeks 
of that day, just laughed at him. 


This was more than Paul could 
stand! He did not mind being mobbed, 
stoned, left for dead, beaten with a 
lash . . . but ridicule was too much 
for him. 


It never occurred to. the Athenians 
that they should mob him. The Greek 
mind did not work that way. They 
simply regarded him as another bab- 
bler. The silent contempt which they 
manifested for his message caused 
more pain than forty lashes across the 
back. He was disgusted with the whole 
business! He left for Corinth at once, 
and as far as we know never did return 
to Athens. 


He remained in Corinth eighteen 
months, making tents, preaching the 
Gospel. A strong Christian church re- 
sulted from his efforts. 


A few years pass and again we find 
our hero being subjected to physical 
suffering, in prison at Rome. 
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About this time, Nero set fire to the 
city of Rome to satisfy a depraved 
appetite for human suffering. He blam- 
ed the diabolical deed upon the help- 
less Christians. This’ brought about a 
spasm of persecution more terrible than 
anything the church had faced up until 
that time. Paul, being the leader of 
the Christians, was naturally among 
the first to be arrested. 


A short time later, the aged Apostle 
was seen lying in a filthy prison. The 
surroundings were unbearable. His sec- 
ond letter to Timothy was written from 
a dungeon. It is full of pathos, sor- 
row, misery. 


Paul explains that part of his trial 
is already over. No one was with 
him as he faced the demonic ruler 
who occupied the seat of judgment. 
Nevertheless, he was able to utter a 
few words for the Master. The letter 
pleads pathetically for his coat to be 
sent as a shield from the chilly damp- 
ness of the cell. He also asks that cer- 
tain books be brought to him. He was 
a scholar to the last. 


Facing the death of a martyr, the 


good man says: “I suffer these things; 
nevertheless I am not ashamed, for I 
know whom I have believed and am 
persuaded that he is able to keep that 
which I have committed unto him, 
against that day.” 


Heroic . . . pathetic . . . yet encourag- 
ing are these words — words which 
show that the world was incapable of 
appreciating the kind of genius it saw 
in the Apostle to the Gentiles. 


“I am now ready to be offered, and 
the time of my departure is at hand,” 
he says. “I have fought a good fight, 
I have finished my course, I have kept 
the faith. Henceforth there is laid up 
for me a crown of righteousness, which 
the Lord, the righteous judge, shall 
give me at that day; and not me only, 
but unto all them also that love his 
appearing.” 


Soon the trial before Nero was over. 
Tradition tells us that Paul was be- 
headed . . . that he met death courag- 
eously, knowing that because His Lord 
had triumphed over the tomb, he too 
was victor over death. 
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PARSON Josiah Hopkins, a loyal be- 

liever in the Bible as the inspired 
Word of God, late Pastor of the fa- 
mous “Country Church of Hollywood,” 
once concluded a sermon on the Gospel 
in the Stars, with these words: “The 
first thing you know God is going to 
anoint some Holy Ghost man and he 
will reproduce the Bible from the 
names of the Stars.” 


While this line of thought may be 
new to some, yet it is a fact that down 
through the centuries, deep Christian 
thinkers have, with open Bibles, studied 
the Gospel story in the Heavens. Dr. 
Mel Morris, theologian and scientific 
observer, is probably the leading liv- 
ing authority on this subject. His writ- 
ings surpass all previous efforts to fer- 
ret out the celestial enigmas involved.

Astronomy,” by Dr. Joseph A. Seiss, 
published in 1884 ... and Dr. E. W.

WOULD never have believed that 

such conditions could exist on an 
United States possession,” said a well 
‘known missionary upon returning from 
‘a trip to the Island of Puerto Rico. 


“Conditions particularly in the rural 
‘districts, are simply unspeakable,” he 
‘continued. “Disease stalks across the 
Island. Hookworm, malaria and tu- 
‘berculosis demand their constant toll. 
‘The Island is over populated—450 per- 
‘sons to the square mile, as compared 
‘to 40 to the square mile in the Con- 
‘tinental United States. In ten years 
‘the population has increased 18 per 
‘cent. You can scarcely turn. around 
‘but what a beggar, with an outstretch- 
ed, brown, skinny, palm addresses you 
‘pleadingly — ‘Gimme moan-ee.’ 


“Naked children, bare-footed adults, 
‘thousands of families going to bed 
night after night hungry. Puerto Ri- 
cans are not lazy. They are a dear, 
‘precious, .law-abiding, warm-hearted 
folk who would gladly work if they 
could find something to do. The eco- 
Nomic situation. is appalling. 


“It is said that a half dozen sugar 
corporations employ no less than 200,- 
000 men at an average of 25 to 50 
cents a day. Bear in mind, prices on 
an average are as high in Puerto Rico 
as in the homeland. These corpora- 


- tions grant people small huts in which 


to live. The laborers own nothing, 
have no opportunity to create, all or- 
iginality is thus destroyed, they are 
virtual slaves.” 

The missionary went on to say that, 
after observing the Island’s natural 
beauty, he knew why Theodore Roose- 
velt was inspired to call it, “the Switz- 
erland of America.” 


“Running from end to end, through 


’ the center of the Island is a mountain 


Tange, reminding one of the huge back- 
bone of a sleeping giant,” the traveler 
continued. “The scenery is typically 
tropical. The soil is fertile and pro- 
ductive. The climate is mild. The 
skies are colorful. The region is rich 
in tradition, romance and _ history. 
Puerto Rico is one of several islands 
which dot the beautiful waters of the 
Caribbean Sea. It will be recalled that 
this is the territory first reached by 
Columbus. 


“Puerto Rico is the only United 
States possession ever touched by Co- 
lumbus. He landed on the northwest- 
ern shore of the Island, November 19, 


‘marily moral and religious,” 





1493 at the time he planted the flag 
of Spain’s Isabella and Ferdinand in 
Puerto Rico. 


“Ponce de Leon, the man who later 
searched in America for the ‘fountain 
of youth,’ was the first Governor of 
Puerto Rico and he gave the Island 
its name, which means rich port.” 


The missionary also remarked that 
there is a tendency among politicians 
and business men to say, “Puerto Rico’s 
problem is entirely economic.” He de- 
clares that, in his opinion, this is not 
true. “Puerto Rico’s problem is pri- 
he says. 
“The people need moral safeguards. 
Spain gave them no moral founda- 
tion. The crying need is a revival 
of supernatural religion to develop the 
finer qualities of Christian character 
among the people.”

Help Gpread The Light 


REVER the light of Christiani- 
ty has penetrated, whole areas 
have become illuminated, with souls 
saved and living conditions elevated. 
Shadows of ignorance, heathenism and 
superstition vanish where the white 
light of Christ’s truth shines forth. 
Christians are called to be “children of 
the light.” 


In the year 1832, Charles Darwin 
made a trip around the world. His- 
itinerary provided for a stop at Tierre 
del Fuego, located at the extreme south- 
ern tip of South America — but he did 
not remain there long. He wrote in his 
diary, that this was the most savage 
spot his eyes had ever rested upon. He 
could not put into words the awful 
practices which confronted him. 


He found cannibals living just a 
step above the beasts. Having no 
language, they communicated with one 
another by grunts. They lacked a 
sense of moral consciousness. Here, 
man was at the lowest depths of de- 
pravity, and still be called a man! 


A short time before Darwin’s ship, 
— Turn To Page 26. 
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the Beagle, set sail, a baby boy was 
found wrapped in a newspaper beside 
the abutment of a large bridge in the 
city of London. He was found on St. 
Thomas’ Day, so they called him 
Thomas. Because he was discovered 
near a bridge, they called his last name 
Bridges — his full name was Thomas 
Bridges. He was placed in an or- 
phanage. 


As a young man, Thomas Bridges 
consecrated his life to Christ. Wishing 
to enter into Christian work, he made 
application to the English Missionary 
Society, and was sent to'the cannibal 
land visited by Darwin. Friends begged 
him not to go, and the British govern- 
ment warned that he went on his own 
responsibility. 

In Tierre del Fuego, Thomas Bridges 
loved, labored; prayed and struggled. 
He gave those cannibal tribes the Gos- 
pel, a language, a moral code, and be- 
fore he finished his life’s work, trans- 
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lated the Bible in that language. The 
place was regenerated, and there is no 
longer a cannibal in that part of the 
world. ... 


The Defenders Movement maintains 
three major missionary outposts, from 
which the Gospel radiates like beams 
of light — Puerto Rico, West Africa 
and Cuba. 

The Christian’s passion for souls 
should find expression in material con- 
tributions to help veterans on the field.

He was pleased to see the beautiful new 
building and spoke very highly of our 
work. He was kind enough to say that 
the program of Miss Mary Sharpe 
(American missionary who labored 
many years among the Kru Tribes) is 
being carried on, through our efforts.

Havana, Cuba—We praise the Lord 
for the revival which is now in progress 
at Cuatro Caminos. Hundreds come 
every night to hear the Word of God. 
Not only are the seats filled, but stand- 
ing space is at a premium. We wish you 
could see the eagerness with which they 
receive the Gospel. 


A very urgent call has come from 
another native village. We are plan- 
ning to open a work there soon. Our 
Bible students are doing wonderfully 
well in these new fields. The Cuban 
Christians visit every home in a come 
munity, first giving them a Gospel, and 
later dealing with them personally.

Jesus and Human Affliction 
Luke 13:1-5, 10-17 
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OLDEN TEXT: ‘For we have not 

an high priest which cannot be 

touched with the feeling of our infirmi- 
ties.’ Hebrews 4:15. 


Time, A.D. 29. 
Bethabara. 


The Saviour utters a solemn warn- 
ing to sinners (verses 1-5). He uses the 
innate sense of human guilt, to draw 
attention to the dangerous condition 
of all people who have not repented of 
their sins, and flung themselves on the 
mercy of God. 


Twenty years earlier, a Galilean 
named Judas, led a revolt against the 
Romans over the question of taxes. 
The rebellion was put down, with great 
loss of life. The remark regarding the 
“tower of Siloam” refers to another 
disaster. People often regard disasters 
as judgments from God. Jesus uses 
this fact, to drive home His message on 
repentance. 


Because of sin, the human family is 
under condemnation. God does not 
hold us responsible for being born with 
sinful natures, but when we, as free 
moral agents, realize that Christ came 
to deliver . . . and yet refuse to accept 
Him as Saviour, we alienate ourselves 
from His love (John 5:24; Rom. 8:1,2; 
1 Pet. 4:17-18). 


The miracle-working power of our 
merciful dnd mighty Lord is shown in

this act of healing (verses 10-17). Jesus 
“was teaching” in a Jewish Syna- 
gogue,” but His deeds were more im- 
portant, this time, than His words. 


We have in this incident, a strik- 
ing example of the natural man’s at- 


titude toward God. The sight of the | 
woman, who had been Satan’s cap- | 


tive for eighteen years, should have 
quickened compassion in the heart of 
the synagogue leaders. Her deliverance 
should have awakened gratitude. But 
there was no indication of compassion 
for the woman’s misery ... and no 
gratitude to the Lord Who healed her. 
Jesus did not mince words. To the 
leaders of the synagogue, He said: 
“Thou hypocrite.” 


Our Lord manifested great compas- 
sion for human suffering and demon- 
strated power over all forms of evil. 


The ruler of the synagogue was a 
religious man, but he had the wrong 
kind of religion. A professedly religious 
person may be merciless, mean, unkind 
and ungracious . . . but such a life re- 
flects none of the Christian graces that 
make existence in this world rich, happy 
and abundant. Someone has said: 
“The Devil is religious. He is not an 
atheist because He believes in the ex- 
istence of God. There will be ‘reli- 
gious’ people in hell.” 


The synagogue crowd had a form 
of religion. This story tells us, that it 
is better to be a lover of men than a 
stickler for ceremonies. 


Men sometimes cover up hatred for 
their fellow men by a pretense of 
jealousy for God’s law. This woman’s 
infirmity was Satan’s work. All sick-

Christ’s Valuation of Personality 
Luke 14;1-14

OLDEN TEXT: “Is not the life 
more than meat, and the body than 
raiment?” Matthew 6:25. 


Time, late A.D. 29. Place, Perea. 


Jesus was often found with Pharisees, 
but He was not well received., He was 
treated with coldness and suspicion. 
When he entered the synagogue “they 
watched him.” (Luke 7:39, 44-46). 


In this lesson, the Sabbath controver- 
sy comes up again (Matt. 12:10-13). 
Previously in the synagogue, the 
Pharisees asked the Master: “Is it law- 
ful to heal on the Sabbath?” His 
answer is the same in both instances. 


The Pharisees had no pity on the 
poor man with the dropsy. They had 
not learned that a human being is 
more valuable than a beast. Jesus 
silenced His critics: ‘They could not 
answer him again unto these things,” 
but, because of prejudice and hide- 
bound ordinances, they remained un- 
convinced. 


Verses 7-11. These words were ad- 
dressed to guests assembled in the 
house of the synagogue ruler, where 
there was a scramble for the best seats. 
This kind of selfishness is not un- 
known in modern “Christianized” socie- 
ty (Phil. 2:5-8). Jesus rebuked them. 
He was teaching them that there is 
strength in humbleness. There is en- 
tirely too much of the “I am better than 
thou” attitude among some professing 
Christians. 


Jesus advice is good etiquette in its 
literal sense, but it has a far wider 
application in human relationships, es- 
pecially Christians. We should esteem 
others as having superior rights to our 
own, and seek the lowly position rath- 
er than the lofty one (Phil. 2:3,6,7; 
Matt. 18:4). Try to imagine the kind

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of a world we would have if everyone 
followed this ideal! 


The Master revealed the higher law 
of recompense (verses 12-15). Speaking 
to the host, Jesus said that it was bet- 
ter, when making a feast, to invite the 
poor, instead of the rich. A wealthy 
guest could pay in temporal values. 
But to be helpful to “the maimed, the 
lame, the blind” — to help the helpless, 
brings blessing in terms of spiritual and 
eternal values beyond human calcula- 
tion. Then, too, our Lord was doubt- 
less thinking of His “marriage feast,” 
scheduled for the end-time of this age 
—a wedding between the Bridegroom 
(Christ), and the Bride (Church). To 
the marriage supper of the Lamb, all 
are invited... . 


If someone speaks evil of you, just 
say “Hallelujah.” “Where do you get 
that Hallelujah?” In Matthew 5:11-12, 
“When men shall revile you, and perse- 
cute you, and shall say all manner of 
evil against you falsely, for my sake. 
Rejoice, and be exceeding glad: for great 
is your reward in heaven.”

The Slighted Invitation 
Luke 14:15-35 
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OLDEN TEXT: “Come; for all 
things are now ready.” Luke 14: 
a7:

This lesson connects with the one of 
January 12th. 





The kingdom of heaven with its joys 
and privileges is compared to “a great 
supper.” “Them that were bidden” first 
represent the Jews (Matt. 22:3,6,7; 
Acts 13:45-46). But Christ came to His 
own... and His own received Him not. 
In the shadow of the Cross, they cried 
for His blood to be upon them and 
their children. The centuries have an- 
swered that prayer! 


The invitation of verse 16 is the 
prophetic announcement of the in- 
auguration of the Kingdom, with the 
Marriage Supper of the Lamb and 
should be considered in connection with 
Revelation 21:9-11. The invitation of 
verse 17 is Christ’s own invitation to 
Israel to enter (Gal. 4:4-5; Matt. 3: 
2; Mark 1:14-15) — which invitation 
was rejected. All the bidden guests had 
to do, was just to “come.” That is all 
anyone has to do now to enjoy the 
blessings that Christ ‘offers (Isa. 55:1;

_ Matt. 11:28; John 7:37; Rev. 22:17). 


When those first invited, spurned the 
suggestion, the good man said, “Go out 
into the highways and hedges,” and so 
Paul took the Gospel to the Gentiles. 
The Jews stumbled on in spiritual dark- 
ness. 

With remarkable unanimity the in- 
vited guests “began to make excuse” 
(literal Greek, “kept on excusing them- 
selves”). The first man’s excuse re- 
lated to property. He represents the 
large class whose material possessions 
stand between them and Christ (Luke 
18:23; II Tim. 4:10; I Tim. 6:9). The 
second man was kept from the supper 
by “business.” The demands of busi- 
mess is the excuse many offer for 
ignoring Christ and worship. The last 
man’s excuse was domestic demands. 
Wrong domestic relationships keep 
many men and women from Christ 
(Matt. 10:37; Mark 10:29-30; I Cor. 
7:29-31). 


These were absurd excuses. No one 
buys a plot of ground, or a yoke of 
oxen, without first seeing them. By the 
very nature of the parable, Christ was 
saying, “there is no excuse.” 


The master of ~the house was 
righteously indignant. That is the way 
God feels about human excuses. The 
invitations were recalled and given to 
others (verse 24; Acts 13:46; Matt. 
21:43). © 


“Yet there is room.” Heaven is a 
large place with room enough for all 
(John 14:2; Rev. 7:4-9). If one fails 
to enter, it is not for lack of room, but 
because he willfully rejects the call. 


” 


Now the servant is sent “into the 
highways and hedges” (Acts 13: 46-47; 
Rom. 11:11). For us today, there is 
this message: Go to the heathen lands 

. . and to desolate places at home. 
This parable shows how to fill empty 
churches. Among the poor and un- 
fortunates, guests may always be found 
for God’s table (Mark 12:37; Luke 
45:1). 
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January 26 
Christ’s Concern For The Lost 
Luke 15:1-10 
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OLDEN TEXT: “For the Son of 
man is come to seek and to save 
that which was lost.” Luke 19:10. 


Time, late A.D. 29. Place, Perea. 





These three parables are intended to 
teach the synagogue rulers something 
of the truth concerning God . . . His 
grace. As in previous lessons, “the 
Pharisees and scribes” continue to 
“murmur” against Him. 


The Shepherd of the first parable is 
God the Son, Jesus Christ (John 10: 
11-12; Luke 19:10). The reason why 
the Shepherd went after the sheep, in- 
stead of waiting at the sheepfold, is 





because a sheep never returns home 
when once lost. A sheep has no sense 
of direction; it must be guided. We 
are to go out after the lost. No man 
can find his own way back to God, 
He needs light and leading. Light he 
will find, in the Word of God. Leading 
he should find, in the disciples of the 
Lord. 


In the parable of the Lost Coin, we 
may take the woman as representing 
the Church, through which the Holy 
Spirit seeks and saves the lost (Rev. 
22:17; Eph. 5:25). 


The third parable shows the love of 
God the Father. This one is not in- 
cluded in the printed text of the lesson. 
The message it contains sets forth the 
riches of His Grace much more fully 
than the others, and it has been of 
great comfort to those repenting and 
returning to God. 


Only “one” sheep needs to go astray 
to arouse the Shepherd. Had you been 
the only sinner in the world, Christ 
would have died for you. This interest 
is active; he “goes after that which is 
lost.” This going after involves labor, 


weariness, pain, self-sacrifice. He keeps ~ 


up the search “until he finds it.” 


Picturing people as sheep, and the 
Lord as Shepherd, began very early 
in religious history. David reduces the 
analogy to a classic in the twenty- 
third Psalm. Jesus took the familiar 
figure and carried it further, to ex- 
plain that souls away from God were 
“Jost.” He pitied the confysed multi- 
tudes without light and guidance, as 
being “sheep without a shepherd.”

“Even unto the end shall be war; 
desolations are determined.” (Dan. 9: 
26, R: V.) 


This passage signifies that wars will

This word signifies almost com- 
plete destruction. That is certainly a 
characteristic of the devastation 
wrought by modern implements of 
warfare. 

“And ye shall hear of wars and 
rumors of wars” (Matt. 24:6). Wars 


will increase in frequency and fury 
toward the end of the age. “The spir- 
its of devils . . . go forth unto the kings 
of the earth and of the whole world, 
to gather them to the battle of that 
great day of God Almighty.” (Rev. 16: 
14) 


Two great truths are evident here: | 








First, the wars in the end of the age | 


will be actuated by demon spirits. In 
many instances there will be no moral 
principle involved. There will be war 
for the sake of war. Satan wants war 
as an excuse to regiment the popula- 
tions of the world and get them under 
his control, in preparation for the un- 
veiling of the coming World Dictator, 
the Antichrist. 


Secondly, this passage indicates that 
all the nations will eventually be in- 
volved in war. Present wars are pre- 
liminary. 


The proportions “of the final war are 
suggested in Revelation 9:16 where we 
are told that two hundred million sol- 
diers will participate. 


Mechanical implements of destruc- 
tion are described in Revelation 9:17, 
18. By the fire, smoke, and sulphur, 
or explosives, which issue from these 
monsters, one-third of the world’s pop- 
ulation is to be destroyed. 


In the past, God has often inter- 
vened on behalf of smaller natians, 
and righteous nations, but in the end 
of the age we may expect the opposite. 
All nations must eventually come un- 
der Satan’s dominion when the Anti- 
christ reigns. Therefore those nations 
which still retain ‘faith in God may be 
the special targets of Satanic wrath. 


Only through God’s permissive will 
can any dictator rule, and if the Lord 
is permitting dictators to have tem- 
porary successes today, it is only be- 
cause Bible prophecy must be fulfilled. 
Eventually all dictators and their em- 
pires will be destroyed by the return 
of the King of kings. 


“And in the days of these kings 
shall the God of heaven-set up a king- 
dom, which shall never be destroyed 

. . but it shall break in pieces and 
consume all these kingdoms, and it 
shall stand for ever.” (Dan. 2:44) 


The Lord is coming to end war and 
set up a kingdom that shall never be 
destroyed.

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The great majority of people in our 
Nation today are living in a fool’s 
paradise. They do not recognize that 
subversive forces are boring their way 
into the vitals of the social order, 
seeking to destroy liberty, and to en- 
slave all people. The man who warns 
them of impending destruction is often 
stigmatized an “enemy,” but he is a 
true friend and a true American. 


Concerning the false Messiahs in the 
end of the age who promise peace and 
promote war; who promise prosperity 
and create want; who promise liberty 
and bring slavery, our Lord said, “Take 
heed that no man deceive you.” (Matt. 
24:4) 

To become awakened, alert, alive; to 
be shaken, startled, shocked, stirred in- 
to action by the present situation — 
this would be a greater factor in pre- 
serving our Nation.

’ the radio, reports of nations uniting 
and assembling for war. 


The spirit of regimentation is the 
spirit of the Antichrist. This spirit 
is much in evidence in the political 
and industrial realms, and the realm 
of apostate religion. 


Looking to the government instead 
of to. God, for security, will be a 
characteristic of the end of the age. 


The Scriptural idea of rugged indi- 
vidualism is pooh-poohed by the super- 


ficial minds whose only idea of secur- 
ity is that of becoming a parasite on 
the neck of the body politic. “The 
world owes me a living,” is their phil- 
osophy. 

They would turn the world into a 
great big nursery where the substance 
of the “haves” would be quickly dis- 
pensed to the “have-nots;” where the 
producers would give themselves to 
the parasites; and where, when the 
producers had been devoured the para- 
sites would starve to death. 


There will be “security,” but only 
the kind of security that Satan and 
his emissaries can give. It is the se- 
curity and sustenance our Lord re- 
jected when the Tempter asked Him 
to command the stones to be made 
bread. IT IS BETTER TO GO HUN- 
GRY THAN TO BE FED BY THE 
HAND OF SATAN. “For when they 
snall say, Peace and safety (literally, 
security); then sudden destruction 
cometh upon them .. . and they shall 
not escape.” (I Thess. 5:3) 


After the governments have promis- 
ed security in exchange for the sur- 
render of individual liberty, a disillu- 
sioned public will awaken to find that 
they enjoy neither security nor liberty, 
but are only chattels of the State to 
be manipulated according to the whims 
and fancies of a demon-inspired, de- 
mon-empowered, and demon-actuated 
dictator. 


Any changes in the status of na- 
tions in the Mediterranean area may 
have great prophetic significance. The 
old Roman Empire has been reborn. 
It is in its infancy, but has an ambi- 
tion to grow. Ten nations with ten 
puppet kings, are torbe included in the 
revived empire eventually. 


It is of significance that Spain, once 
in the old Roman Empire, came into 
the possession of the Fascists on 
March 28, 1939. France, once in the 
ancient empire, set up a Fascist form 
of government on June 10, 1940. Italy, 
once in the Roman Empire, auto- 
matically was in the new empire when 
on May 9, 1936 Mussolini announced 
the rebirth of Imperial Rome. 


The most significant event of recent 
weeks is the war between Italy and 
Greece. Greece, too, was in the em- 
pire of the Caesars and if it succumbs 
to Italian aggression, four of ten na- 
tions of ancient Rome will have nodded 
in the direction of Fascism. . 


Palestine, Syria, and much terri- 
tory in northern Africa is menaced by 
the imperialistic ambitions of the mod- 
ern Caesar. 
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On the basis of the prophecies of 
the thirty-eighth chapter of Ezekiel, 
the future of the Russo-German al- 
liance does not lie in England and 
France, but in central and southern 
Europe and in the direction of the 
Indian ocean. Also to the north as 
far as the Arctic ocean. 


The Japanese rulers (“kings of the 
east,” ie. the sunrise, Rev. 16:12) will 
dominate the Orient in the end of the 
age. China may unite with Japan, vol- 
untarily or otherwise, and absorb the 
major portion of Asia. 


What Next? 


To sum up, we may expect wars to 
continue and to spread. A desperate 
effort will be made by the propagand- 
ists to convince the American public 
that the entire future of our Nation 
is tied up in a little strip of land 
less than one-half the size of the state 
of Nevada — the country of England. 
They will inform us that America’s 
blood and material resources must be 
squandered without reserve, to save 
England. To squelch opposition and 
pave the way for our entrance into 
Europe’s war, they will label as a 
“Fifth Columnist” anyone who enter- 
tains an opinion that American blood 
is too precious to be wasted on foreign 
soil. 

Famines, pestilences, earthquakes, 
deceivers and false Messiahs — all will 
be in evidence. 

Changes in the boundaries of the 
Roman Empire, the Russo-German Al- 
liance, and Japan, are to be expected. 


“So likewise ye, when ye see these 
things come to pass, know ye that 
the kingdom of God is nigh at hand.”
